THE RETURN OF HENRY WALLACE 
Ou t of the qu iet of his chicken farm, Henry 
W allace has emerged with some more than passing­ 
ly interesting correspondence. He had, in Ju ne and 
Ju ly , 19 44, recommended to President Franklin D. 
Roosev elt what appears to be an anti-Chinese Com­ 
mu nist policy . 
The correspondence arose ou t of a controv ersy 
between Joseph Alsop, colu mnist, and the McCar- 
ran Committee on the natu re of the activ ities and 
attitu des of Owen Lattim ore and John C arter Vin­ 
cent, who accompanied Wallace on his trip to 
China. 
Lou is Bu denz had testified th at the Ameri­ 
can Politbu ro were pleased th at Lattim ore and 
Vincent went along, and therefore Wallace wrou ld 
be steered properly . 
Alsop went to the defense of Vincent, offering 
as ev idence that Vincent participated in and con­ 
cu rred 
with 
W allace’s 
anti-Commu nist 
report. 
Prior to that, Vincent had w ritten Afred Kohlberg 
th at he had had nothing to do with W allace’s re­ 
port; also Dean Acheson had w ritten Senator Wal- 
ter George as follows; 
“Mr. Vincent was assigned by the secretary of 
state to accompany Mr. Wallace, the v ice-president 
of the United States, on the jou rney mentioned. 
Mr. Vincent did not prepare or assist, in the pre­ 
paration of the report and does not know w hat 
recommendations it contained. 
Mr. Vincent had 
nev er met Mr. Wallace prior to the trip to China, 
saw him only a few times on official bu siness after 
their retu rn, and has had no contact with him since 
his resignation from the gov ernment.” 
Now, Wallace adds to these contradictory data 
the factor that there were two docu ments, one of 
which Vincent saw; the other, he had not seen. The 
first wTas a message dated Ju ne 26, 19 44, cabled two 
day s later from New Delhi; the second was a re­ 
port which Wallace handed the President on Ju ly 
1 0 . 19 44. 
Vincent participated in and concu rred 
with the New Delhi message bu t nev er saw the 
Ju ly 10 report. 
This div ision of docu ments, Vincent did not state 
in his letter to Kohlberg, which is a categorical de­ 
nia l nor does it appear in Dean Acheson’s com­ 
ment to Senator George, which is equ ally a cate­ 
gorical denial. 
Althou gh the Wallace correspondence may take 
Joseph Alsop off the hook, it fastens Vincent and 
Acheson op it more tightly . 
All these contradictions are less im portant than 
the fact that Henry Wallace made a report to 
President Roosev elt which he regards as anti-Com­ 
mu nist and pro-Chiang, althou gh that is a m atter 
of opinion. 
It is possible to say now, in 19 51, that 
had Roosev elt accepted W allace’s present interpre­ 
tation of his cou nsel this cou ntry might not today 
be fighting in Korea. Also. Sov iet Ru ssia wou ld be 
preoccu pied with her Manchu rian and Mongolian 
borders and wou ld not hav e had so free a hand in 
Eu rope. 
Why then was W allace’s adv ice ignored? Roose­ 
v elt is not av ailable to tell u s, bu t the su bject is 
nev ertheless interesting. 
Look at the date! 
W allace’s report was handed 
to the President on Ju ly 10, 19 44; Yalta did not 
occu r u ntil Febru ary . 19 45. 
It was at Yalta that 
Roosev elt finally agreed to the steps which hav e 
made China a satellite of the Kremlin; y et W al­ 
lace had fu lly warned him of the perils. 
Wallace 
in his letter to President Tru m an say s: 
“In short, I u rged President Roosev elt to help 
the generalissimo’s gov ernment to help itself by 
bringing back to power the better men in the Chi­ 
nese Nationalist ranks.” 
Therefore, it wou ld be sou nd for the M cCarran 
Committee to go more deeply into the qu estion, not 
that it will lessen the loss of American life in 
Korea, bu t becau se it is necessary to discov er the 
design of intrigu e, the procedu re by which a Presi­ 
dent of the United States can be influ enced to pu r­ 
su e a policy which in time prov es itself to be 
against the interests of the United States. 
We m u st assu me th at no president can know 
ev ery thing. 
He mu st depend u pon ex perts and ad­ 
v isers. If the Wallace report, like the Wedemey er 
report, fell into the hands of su ch adv isers and ex ­ 
perts, who cou nselled Mr. Roosev elt to ignore it? 
Who were these adv isers and ex perts? 
W hat was 
their motiv e? 
Why were they so powerfu l? 
Apart from this, another m atter mu st intrigu e 
most Americans. 
Su bsequ ently to Ju ly 10, 19 44, 
Henry Wallace became associated with the Com­ 
mu nists who were u sing him. 
Ultimately , he re­ 
pu diated this relationship which had wrecked his 
pu blic career. 
Why was he silent abou t his anti- 
Commu nist v iews which he now say s were in his 
cable of Ju ne 28 , 19 44, and his report of Ju ly 10, 
19 44, u ntil September 19 , 19 51, when he wrote 
President Tru m an?

It is only natu ral for men and women to be 
interested in their blood pressu re, as they know 
that high blood pressu re is present with heart 
strokes 
(coronary thrombosis) 
and with brain 
strokes (apoplex y ). Howev er, they shou ld not ask 
their phy sician to take their blood pressu re ev ery 
time they consu lt him. 
The phy sician, knowing that the patient is 
greatly interested in and worried abou t blood pres­ 
su re, and knowing that the blood pressu re changes, 
going u p and down sev eral times a day , may test 
it when it is u p. Being honest, the doctor mu st tell 
the patient the tru th, and he goes away u pset. If 
the phy sician refu ses to test the blood pressu re, the 
patient thinks it mu st be high and worries abou t it. 
Ju st as the tem peratu re may v ary two degrees 
or so du ring the 24 hou rs, being abou t 9 7 in the 
morning before breakfast and possibly 9 9 at 4 p. m. 
or 8 p. m., so does the blood pressu re. It is lowest 
in the morning and highest after the ev ening meal. 
Fu rther, any ex citement or emotional distu rb­ 
ances can send the blood pressu re u p 
2 0 points. 
Life insu rance ex aminers may hav e an applicaht 
come sev eral times till he gets “u sed to” being 
tested, and so his tru e blood pressu re is finally 
fou nd. 
Blood pressu re is not stable. Li fact, it is as 
changeable as the weather. Ev ery thing we do or 
think, ev ery ex citement or irritation from the ou t­ 
side world is immediately transm itted throu gh ou r 
nerv ou s sy stem to the adrenal gland which produ ces 
adrenalin and which is able to raise the blood 
pressu re by contracting (tightening) 
the blood 
v essels. Becau se ex citement raises the pressu re 
tem porarily in this way , it is not called organic 
high blood pressu re and may be considered harm ­ 
less, bu t the tru th of the m atter is that continu ou s 
emotional ex citem ent keeps the mu scle (elastic) 
tissu es in the blood v essels alway s “on the stretch” 
and. like elastic tissu e any where, it gradu ally loses 
its stretching ability and finally will not mov e the 
blood in the blood v essels to su pply distant parts 
of the body . 
In his book ‘T he Civ ilized Diseases,” Dr. Boris 
Sokoloff mentions a patient worried abou t his high 
blood pressu re. He was shown that when angered 
or afraid, his pressu re wont u p to 17 0 mm and 
then as su ddenly went down to 110 mm.

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FREE PRESS SPREADS LIGHT 
“Your newspaper lights the way of free­ 
dom.” That is the theme which has been 
chosen for the 1951 observance of National 
Newspaper Week, which currently is being 
observed. 
The choice is a fine one, for the slogan 
has far-reaching implications. 
First of all, it suggests that where there 
is no light there is darkness. In this case the 
darkness is ignorance, “a night,” someone 
has said, “without moon or stars.” 
The National Newspaper Week theme 
presumes the right to pierce that darkness 
with the light of information and it pre­ 
sumes at the same time the right to keep 
that light burning in face of all odds. 
For free man has a right to know. If 
there is a right to know, there must be a 
right to tell. 
The men who made this nation considered 
the right to tell so importantant that they 
wrote into the No. I Amendment to our 
Federal Constitution: “Congress shall make 
no law . . . abridging freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press.” 
But the right to tell is more than a privi­ 
lege, it is a study. 
Elijah Lovejoy, abolitionist editor at Al­ 
ton, 111., believed in his right to carry the 
lamp of the free press and he knew his duty 
to light it and keep it burning. Three times 
mobs destroyed his printing presses. While 
he was protecting his fourth press, Lovejoy 
was shot to death. 
Don Mellett, the Canton, Ohio, publisher, 
kept the spotlight of publicity focused on the 
racketeers in his community until they am­ 
bushed him and shot him at his own door­ 
step. 
Racketeers, international or smalltime, 
know the power of the press. That is why 
they must control that power, why they 
must black out the light of public informa­ 
tion if they are to attain and maintain a 
grip on the people. 
That is why half the population of the 
world is under some form of censorship 
today. 
That is why General George C. Marshall, 
secretary 
of defense, 
said 
“Americans 
should keep constantly in mind that no peo­ 
ple have lost their liberties so long as their 
press remained free.” 
That is why in the interest of world under­ 
standing — and hence in the interest of 
peace — our nation seeks actively to spread 
throughout the world the freedom of the 
people to learn the truth. 
A free press — a free people. 
“Your newspaper lights the way of 
freedom.” 
The vital truth of that message is the one 
thing National Newspaper Week has to sell. 


NAPOLEON AND THE EAST 
It is still possible to get new light on fa­ 
mous men and events, no matter how much 
has been written about them. A novel rea­ 
son for Napoleon’s downfall is advanced by 
Professor Vernon J. Puryear of the Univer­ 
sity of California in his new book, “Napoleon 
and the Dardanelles.” He believes that his 
fall was due to Napoleon’s greediness and 
vacillation in the Near East 
In the first years of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury Russia could have been hitched to the 
French chariot by allowing her the inheri­ 
tance of the Dardanelles. These straits, be­ 
longing to Turkey, lock up the Black Sea, 
controlling the access to the Mediterranean 
of powers bordering it. Thus in 1914 Tur­ 
key’s possession of the Dardanelles and her 
alliance with Germany operated to blockade 
Russia in the south. It was to break down 
this barrier that Great Britain undertook 
the disastrous Gallipoli campaign in 1915. 
Napoleon played Turkey and Persia and 
Russia against each other. He ended by 
alarming all three and, as is well known, 
lost his power in the invasion of Russia in 
1812. Had he not insisted on reserving the 
Dardanelles for France, he might have re­ 
tained Russian friendship and remained mas- I 
ter of Western Europe.

TUE RETURN OF HENRY WALLACE 
Out of the quiet of his chicken farm, Henry 
Wallace has emerged with some more than passing­ 
ly interesting correspondence. He had, in June and 
July, 1944, recommended to President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt what appears to be an anti-Chinese Com­ 
munist policy. 
The correspondence arose out of a controversy 
between Joseph Alsop, columnist, and the McCar- 
ran Committee on the nature of the activities and 
attitudes of Owen Lattimore and John Carter Vin­ 
cent, who accompanied Wallace on his trip to 
China. Louis Budenz had testified that the Ameri­ 
can Politburo were pleased that Lattimore and 
Vincent went along, and therefore Wallace would 
be steered properly. 
Alsop went to the defense of Vincent, offering 
as evidence that Vincent participated in and con­ 
curred 
with 
Wallace’s 
anticom m unist 
report. 
Prior to that, Vincent had written Afred Kohlberg 
that he had had nothing to do with Wallace’s re­ 
port; also Dean Acheson had written Senator Wal­ 
ter George as follows: 
“Mr. Vincent was assigned by the secretary of 
state to accompany Mr. Wallace, the vice-president 
of the United States, on the journey mentioned. 
Mr. Vincent did not prepare or assist, in the pre­ 
paration of the report and does not know what 
recommendations it contained. 
Mr. Vincent had 
never met Mr. Wallace prior to the trip to China, 
saw him only a few times on official business after 
their return, and has had no contact with him since 
\ his resignation from the government.” 
Now, Wallace adds to these contradictory data 
I the factor that there were two documents, one of 
which Vincent saw; the other, he had not seen. The 
; first was a message dated June 26, 1944, cabled two 
! days later from New Delhi; the second was a re­ 
port which Wallace handed the President on July 
I IO. 1944. 
Vincent participated in and concurred 
! with the New Delhi message but never saw the 
July IO report. 
This division of documents, Vincent did not state

Although the Wallace correspondence may take

All these contradictions are less important than 
the fact that Henry Wallace made a report to 
! President Roosevelt which he regards as anti-Com- 
munist and pro-Chiang, although that is a m atter 
of opinion. It is possible to say now, in 1951, that 
had Roosevelt accepted Wallace’s present interpre­ 
tation of his counsel this country might not today 
be fighting in Korea. Also. Soviet Russia would be 
preoccupied with her Manchurian and Mongolian 
borders and would not have had so free a hand in 
Europe. 
Why then was Wallace’s advice ignored? Roose­ 
velt is not available to tell us. but the subject is 
nevertheless interesting. 
Look at the date! Wallace’s report was handed 
to the President on July IO, 1944; Yalta did not 
occur until February. 1945. 
It was at Yalta that 
Roosevelt finally agreed to the steps which have 
made China a satellite of the Kremlin; yet Wal­ 
lace had fully warned him of the perils. 
Wallace 
in his letter to President Truman says: 
“In short, I urged President Roosevelt to help 
the generalissimo’s government to help itself by 
bringing back to power the better men in the Chi­ 
nese Nationalist ranks.” 
Therefore, it would be sound for the McCarran 
Committee to go more deeply into the question, not 
that it will lessen the loss of American life in 
Korea, but because it is necessary to discover the 
design of intrigue, the procedure by which a Presi­ 
dent of the United States can be influenced to pur­ 
sue a policy which in time proves itself to be 
against the interests of the United States. 
We must assume that no president can know 
everything. He must depend upon experts and ad­ 
visers. If the Wallace report, like the Wedemeyer 
report, fell into the hands of such advisers and ex­ 
perts, who counselled Mr. Roosevelt to ignore it? 
Who were these advisers and experts? 
What was 
their motive? Why were they so powerful? 
Apart from this, another m atter must intrigue 
most Americans. 
Subsequently to July IO, 1944, 
Henry Wallace became associated with the Com­ 
munists who were using him. 
Ultimately, he re­ 
pudiated this relationship which had wrecked his 
public career. 
Why was he silent about his anti­ 
communist views which he now says were in his 
cable of June 28, 1944, and his report of July IO, 
1944. until September 19, 1951, when he wTote 
President Truman? So much blood has been spilled 
because Wallace’s report was ignored; yet Wallace 
was silent. Why?

That Body of Yours 
By James W. Barton, MD, 


BLOOD PR ESSU R E CHANGES 
It is only natural for men and women to be 
interested in their blood pressure, as they know 
that high blood pressure is present with heart 
strokes 
(coronary thrombosis) and with brain 
strokes (apoplexy). However, they should not ask 
their physician to take their blood pressure every 
time they consult him. 
The physician, knowing that the patient is 
greatly interested in and worried about blood pres­ 
sure, and knowing that the blood pressure changes, 
going up and down several times a day, may test 
it when it is up. Being honest, the doctor must tell 
the patient the truth, and he goes aw’ay upset. If 
the physician refuses to test the blood pressure, the 
patient thinks it must be high and worries about it. 
Just as the temperature may vary two degrees 
or so during the 24 hours, being about 97 in the 
morning before breakfast and possibly 99 at 4 p. rn. 
or 8 p. rn., so does the blood pressure. It is lowest 
in the morning and highest after the evening meal. 
Further, any excitement or emotional disturb­ 
ances can send the blood pressure up 20 points. 
Life insurance examiners may have an applicaht 
come several times till he gets “used to” being 
tested, and so his true blood pressure is finally 
found. 
Blood pressure is not stable. In fact, it is as 
changeable as the weather. Everything we do or 
think, every excitement or irritation from the out­ 
side world is immediately transmitted through our 
nervous system to the adrenal gland which produces 
adrenalin and which is able to raise the blood 
pressure by contracting (tightening) the blood 
vessels. Because excitement raises the pressure 
temporarily in this way, it is not called organic 
high blood pressure and may be considered harm­ 
less, but the truth of the m atter is that continuous 
emotional excitement keeps the muscle (elastic) 
tissues in the blood vessels always “on the stretch” 
and, like elastic tissue anywhere, it gradually loses 
its stretching ability and finally will not move the 
blood in the blood vessels to supply distant parts 
of the body.

He was shown that u’hen angered 
or afraid, his pressure went up to 170 mm and 
then as suddenly went down to 110 mm.

When the hand shown today 
was played in the national cham­ 
pionships at Washington, D. C., 
two 
months

player who held the South cards 
became declarer at a contract of 
three no-trump. 
Most of them 
lived to regret it. 
The South hand is a perfectly 
normal, 
but mimimum, opening 
bid of one club. 
The trouble 
arises when W est overcalls and 
North follows with a response of 
two 
diamonds. 
What 
should 
South do then? 
If he bids two 
no-trump, he suggests a better 
hand than he really holds. 
The 
only other possibility, two spades, 
is even worse, since it indicates a 
good hand (which South doesn’t 
have) 
and 
denies 
stoppers 
in 
hearts (which South does have). 
W illingly or unwillingly, each 
South went to two no-trump, after 
which a raise by North to three 
no-trump brought the bidding to 
an end. 
The final contract wasn't 
particularly sour, since it depends 
only on finding the king of dia­ 
monds in the W est hand. 
At most tables the play was 
short and sharp. W est opened tHe 
jack of hearts, and South won 
with the queen. 
South then took 
the diamond finesse, and East tri­ 
umphantly won with the king. 
A 
heart return then allowed West to 
run four more tricks, setting the 
contract. 
South could easily win 
the rest with top cards in the 
black suits and the rest of the 
diamonds. 
At a few tables the result was 
even worse for poor South.

“On the surface there is con­ 
siderable ap p eal in the idea that 
the churches might be mobilized 
to strengthen the weak p olitical 
sinews of the traditionally Chris­ 
tian west.
